Canadian Banking Institutions Unable to 
Agree Upon a Policy. 
Toronto, Nov. 7.—Until the Can­ 
ada banks raised the discount on Ameri­ 
can money It had been accepted at al­ 
most par value, and now financial men 
differ as to what policy should be 
adopted in regard to American money. 
While none of them handle American 
coin they disagree as to what policy is 
advisable in the case of United States 
notes. The Standard bank, which was 
one of the first institutions to raise the 
discount rate, refuses to lower it. How 
many banks will follow this example 
it is impossible to say, but it is fairly 
certain that the most im’portant bank­ 
ing institutions will continue to accept 
American money as they did before 
the free silver agitation.

Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 7.—Mr. Bryan 
has given an address to the bimetallists 
of the United States. In part it is as 
follows: 
“Conscious that millions of loyal 
hearts are saddened by temporary de­ 
feat, I b ej to offer a word of hope and 
encouragement. The friends of bimet­ 
allism have not been vanquished; they 
have simply been overcome. They be­ 
lieve that the gold standard is a con­ 
spiracy of the money changers against 
the welfare of the human race and until 
convinced of their error they will con­ 
tinue the warfare against it.
